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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in conclusion of an 
Appeal Brief conference to discuss the pending claims on appeal; the panel agreed to withdraw 
the rejections made in the final office action mailed 1 1/17/09 because the prior art found alone or 
in combination inadequately disclosed the claimed features of a steering device as claimed. 

Wherein the steering device for a vehicle having a pair of wheels is steered freely as a 
function of the current driving state of the vehicle or having a steered position locked by an 
electronically actuatable locking device, wherein the steering device comprises the features of 
sensors connected to an electronic control device that monitors current driving state values and 
actuates the locking device when a minimum velocity of the vehicle is exceeded, so a steered 
position of the pair of wheels is locked, wherein the driving state values are characterized 
critical driving situations stored in the electronic control device, and the steered position of the 
pair of wheels is locked in critical driving situations, that included the feature where after a 
critical driving situation, the locking device does not release the pair of wheels until a predefined 
critical driving state value is undershot at least for a predefined period of time. 

It was considered that the elapsed time the electronic control device of Bergh's control 
system would take to reach either end a particular set point value; particular set points of the 
upper and lower values of current vehicle speed (current driving state values of a particular speed 
set point) which are monitored characterized critical driving situations stored in the electronic 
control device and functions where after a critical driving situation (predefined upper set point 
value is reached), the locking device does not release the pair of wheels until a predefined critical 
driving state value (lower predefined set point value) is undershot, would not define over the 
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claim limitation of the feature where after a critical driving situation, the locking device does not 
release the pair of wheels until a predefined critical driving state value is undershot at least for a 
predefined period of time.
